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Editorial 


DANIEL JOHNSON U. 


Last week, The Georgian published a hoax 
story that scared the hell out of more than 
few people around Sir George. The story out- 
lined a unilateral decision by the Province of 
Quebec to close Sir George Williams Univer- 
sity and open up a new French language down- 
town university, to be named 1’Universite de 
Daniel Johnson, Accompanying articles supposed~- 
ly, from Manny Kalles, President of the Stu- 
dents’ Association and Michael Marsden, Pro- 
fessor of Geography provided back-up copy 
for the joke. 

The Paper in its last edition decried and 
denounced this irresponsible approach to jour- 
nalism. The point of view expressed was in 
essence; that the press has a responsibility 
to be objective and factual and, as much as 
possible, close the credibility gap so often 
apparent between those in power, the press 
and you the reader. Let there be no doubt 
that this entire story was a hoax. There has 
been no decision as such made by the autho- 
rities in Quebec City to do Sir George in. 

However, there is another side to this. We 
must first recognize the facts with which uni- 
versity students and namely English uni- 
versity students live with in Quebec. There 
is discrimination in the educational policies of 
re-elected Minister of Education Cardinal and 
his nationalist cohorts. Sir George and McGill 
are forced to operate deficit budgets because 
the present Government will not allocate suf- 
ficient grants to English language universities 
in Quebec. Why? Because it is politically em- 
barassing for the Union Nationale to have Sir 
George, McGill and Loyola around while only 
l’université de Montréal exists for the French. 
The fact that the full time attendance at Mon-~ 
treal is greater than that of the three English 
institutions combined is, of course not out- 
lined by the politicians. 

The Union Nationale is determined to stay 
in power . To do this they must play on the 
emotions of the common Québécois concerning 
his ‘‘plight’?? in Canada by using only the facts 
that create sentiment in their favour. Also, 
the Government, will take action to create 
‘solutions’? to the trouble and discontent they 
originally fostered by making unilateral deci- 
sions. Political expediency is the priority 
under which they operate. Remember the 
$5,000,000. plus grant to Loyola prior to the 
recent election? Maybe what Sir George and 
McGill need is a crucial by-election in their 
riding to get operating funds! 

The Georgian has made one thing clear. 
Decisions comparable to the hoax they published 
can be created by ‘‘les maiftres du Quebec’?

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LE GOUVERNEMENT PROVINCIAL FAVORISE 
LES UNIVERSITES DE LANGUE FRANCAISE

Le gouvernement provincial fait preuve d’extréme favoritisme a l’egard des u- 
niversités de langue francaise. Il en ressort que les étudiants des universités de 
langue anglaise (et les divers bienfaiteurs particuliers par leurs généreuses dota- 
tions et subventions) doivent supporter un poids financier extravagant. Pour 
constater la véridicité de cette déclaration, on peut se rappeler la situation qui 
existait au temps de l|’administration du gouvernement libéral de M. Lesage 
et se référer au rapport de 1966 de la Commission Parent pour découvrir 
ce qui suit: 


Méme en tenant compte que les universités de langue anglaise dépensent 
pour chaque étudiant une somme moindre que celle des universités de langue 
francaise (soit parce qu’elles fonctionnent plus efficacement, soit que les sa- 
laires du personnel sont moins élevés, ou soit une combinaison de ces deux 
suppositions) , il demeure que les universités de langue anglaise ont di cou- 
vrir un deéficit se chiffrant presqu’a $600 par année par étudiant. Naturelle- 
ment, une partie de cette somme fut contribuée par des subsides privés, mais 
la responsabilité pour un tiers retomba sur les étudiants sous forme de frais 
de scolarité plus élevés en moyenne que ceux des étudiants aux universités 
de langue francaise. 

Durant les années 1961 a 1965, les subsides gouvernementaux aux universi- 
tés de langue francaise furent approximativement $1,131 par étudiant, tandis 
que les universités de langue anglaise ne recurent que $550 par étudiant, ce 
qui n’est méme pas la moitié! Durant ces mémes années, la moyenne des 
subsides gouvernementaux a travers le Canada (gouvernement fédéral et gouver- 
nement provincial) fut de $950 par étudiant. Et ce n’est pas tout! Il y a encore 
plus honteux.

truire les chiffres de ce nouveau joug financier qui retombe naturellement sur 
les étudiants et bienfaiteurs particuliers, il semble logique de se demander si le 
gouvernement provincial n’est pas en train de forcer les universites de langue 
anglaise a la faillite. 


Il est vrai que c’est par la faute de la négligence du gouvernement provincial 
qui était au pouvoir avant 1960 que le développement et la construction de nou- 
veaux locaux pour les universites du Québec ont ete retardes de beaucoup. Le 
gouvernement de ce temps-la refusait d’enormes secours du gouvernement federal, 


et ce n’est que depuis 1960 qu’une attitude plus intelligente fut adoptée ’a l’égard 


des instituts de l’education port-secondaire par le gouvernement provincial. Comme 
résultat il advint que nos universités ont eu beaucoup de rattrapage a accomplir, 
et ce, beaucoup plus chez les universités delangue francaise que de langue anglai- 
se, parce que ces derniéres avaient plus de bienfaiteurs et subsides particuliers. 
Néanmoins, on remédie présentement a ce manque par subvention speciale: on 
remarque dans le rapport de la Commission Parent que pour la periode entre 
1965 et 1967 il fut envisagé de donner aux universités de langue francaise $179 
millions pour construction nouvelle et équipement, tandis que les universites de 
langue anglaise se sont vu assigner un total de seulement $93 millions.

le gouvernement provincial montre envers les universites de langue francaise. 
Et, de plus, y a-t-il vraiment si peu de compagnies et familles riches dans la 

opulation canadienne-francaise que |’on pourrait justifier des dons se chiffrant 
a seulement $288,000 aux universités de langue francaise pour les annees 1964- 
65, ou bien serait-ce simplement que les canadiens-francais se reposent tranquil- 
lement sur leurs lauriers et laissent les contribuables, aussi bien de langue an- 
glaise que francaise, supporter le fardeau de |’éducation post-secondaire au Que- 
bec?

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THE PARADOX 


Editorial reprinted from CANADA MONTH Oct. 1968 


The lover of liberty must recognize himself when 
he hears the hippies’ insistence on ‘‘doing your own 
thing’’, Surely this is freedom - in less highfalutin’ 
speech perhaps and maybe from behind a beard - but 
the same thing as the true liberal desires, wherever 
he is found. In principle, the longing of the hippy to 
do his own thing is the same as the goal of Canada 
Month, 

But doing your own thing brings with it obligations 
and responsibilities to others. This is a paradox that 
the hippies - and their intellectual allies in the stu- 
dent-power movement - have failed to recognize. 

First, let us concede that much of the hippy or stu- 
dent-power reaction is right. They have looked out a- 
round them and seen an organized technological society. 
And this massive, impersonal, high-speed, unheeding 
Machine treats individuals of flesh, blood and minds 
more and more like they were unimportant little ele- 
ments or data “‘bits’’ to the Machine’s mighty purposes, 

And it doesn’t matter that the Machine is run by men, 
or thatitis made up of men, The hippies have rightly 
felt that it seems to be beyond the power of these men 


to control it. The Thing has got hold of itself and seems 


to run by its own rules now, while the puny individuals 
on top of it seem no more in control than the ones in- 
side or underneath it. 

The same sort of right emotion is in the students 
who have suddenly wakened to the fact that the universi- 
ty is society’s university, and is being used to mould 
them in accordance with society’s goals. ‘‘No!’’ cries 
the student. I am a man, I decide my goals. I am not 
a tool, here or unplugged from there. I am my own. 

Surely the hippies‘ and students’ visceral, emotional 
revolt is no different from our own resentment of col- 
lectivist society’s growing insistence that we all bend 
to its purposes, Each will decide, we say, not the so- 
cialist State. We wili, as free individuals, do our own 
thing, not the things foisted on us by others. 


Now the paradox rears its head. 


In a free society like ours, where the marketplace 
mostly governs, each of us will only labor, or spend 
savings out of past labor, for something of value to 
ourselves, This means you can do your own thing all 
right, but if it isn’t something that I want done, or so- 
mebody else wants done, then you cannot expect some- 
body else to pay you for doing it. 

To this extent, then, in a free society we are tied in 
to the wants and desires of others. The best off among 
us is the one whose ‘‘own thing’ is the king of thing 
that others prize highly. He can do his own thing and 
be well paid for it, Elizabeth Taylor and Pierre Berton 
are among those for whom talent and marketplace cons- 
pire favorably. The worst off among us are those whose 
‘own things’’ aren’t wanted by others, They have to 
finance them themselves perhaps forego doing them, 
or wait until spare time or retirement permits. Artists 
or scientists - maybe ahead of their time and only later 
proved right - are among those for whom the sales- 
resistance of the rest of us makes life miserable. 

To the individualists and hippies among us this de- 
pendence upon others sounds terrible until we set it 
along side the rest of our reality. 

There once was a time when we were much more 
genuinely individuals, That was in the infancy of the 
race, when all our efforts were devoted only to our 
own selves and our own preservation. That was the 
time when, as Thomas Hobbes answered the hippy Rous- 
seau, life was nasty, brutish and short, 


Then we were free from this unsatisfying dependence 
on the wants of others. Then there was no market for 
skills we might put at the disposal of others, There 
was not the division of labor and the specialization that 
has made possible the technology which now makes life 
so much lighter work than it was then. Then we were 
free to do everything for ourselves. We had no energy 
or time to put at the disposal of others. 

It has unfolded in constitutional democracies-has been 
one we chose because it seemed better than being tied 
24 hours a day to merely staying alive. We have mana- 
ged to control nature to an amazing degree. 

To a degree that now makes it possible to keep some 
students at school until past the age of thirty, And it 
makes it possible to sustain other things not presently 
productive of any economic benefit like hippies. 

Our great fortune lies in how much of this takes pla- 
ce voluntarily, Because our market place is so free, 
we are free - within the strictures of what others want 
from us, 

If we really want to get away from that dependence - 
if we really insist on regarding the whole of economic 
history and its fruits as anti-freedom - then what we 
are asking for is the cave,

Today the film has undergone a 
radical transformation Suggesting to 
the public themes of bold inspira- 
tions. 

The film-buffs pretend that the 
cinema is only a cultural thing, a 
vehicle of high moral messages, an 
instrument at the service of the 
edification and the diffusion of the 
most noble values, the enterprise, 
given the tight industrial problem 
prepose a commercial cinema. The 
Statistics show that the spectacular 
film takes in a lot of money; the 
artistic one doesn’t. This kind of 
slogan has always counterchecked 
the two positions. But, it has also 
been shown - and the cases are 
numerous in the history of cine- 
ma, from Chaplin to Von Stroheim 
even up to Rossellini - that the 
artistic film, when it doesn’t to 
any other of the past. 

Since the film-buffs, in practice, 
have never succeeded in disrupting 
the united front of an enterprise 
so susceptible to the box-office, they 
have decided to constitute their own 
front to defend the better cinema 
and make it useful for an educatio- 
nal discussion. 

The enterprise, not withstanding 
the rigors of the law, continues to 
make cinema an arena of moral and 
material violence. The problem re- 
gards above all the young» because 
they are the mass of the spectators, 
the frequentors of cinematographic 
halls. hoever accuses the enter- 
prise of being carriers of social vi- 
ces and deformations get an ans- 
wer, in bad faith, that the cinema 
must interest itself of the problem 
of its time. It is true - but it is 
also true that the cinema must let 
itself be interpreted by stories and 
the personalities of today to resha- 
pe new horizons and offer possible 
solutions or at least indications to 
re-educate the ones led astray. The- 
se are the finalities of the cinema 
as an educational instrument. 

It is not easy to bring back, in 
this particular moment of the life 
of the cinema, the film on a track 
acceptable to the producers, direc- 
tors and at the same time to the 
film-buffs. Nonetheless, it must be 
the same cinema to avert the great 
danger that engulfs it. The film 
buffs do not intend to give up now 
that the ‘“‘giant of celloide’’ has 

un to realize the responsibility 
and the problem.

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Reports from Washington indicate President Lyndon 
B. Johnson is expected to cap his White House career 
with a summit meeting with Soviet Premier Alexei 
Kosygin late in December or early in January. 

Diplomatic sources here reveal that ‘“‘intensive ne- 
gotiations’’ are underway. L.B.J. absolutely wants to 
go to Moscow, the Russians however would rather meet 
him on neutral ground, like Geneva or Zurich. 

To students of recent history it is obvious that every 
time an American President has met with the Soviet 
leadership in a so-called summit, it was invariably the 
American who compromised and bartered off another 
**Western Trump Card’’ in the *‘ cold war ’’ for man’s 
mind, 

Since the Americans ‘“‘quasi’’ speak for the Western 
world, it is the Free World that invariably gets short 
changed. 

Here are some typical examples: 

1, During the Cuban Crisis, caused by Russia’s es- 
tablishment of Air and Missile bases in Cuba, the A- 
merican President, John F., Kennedy, agreed with 
Mikoyan in the White House, a few hours before he 
supposedly told the ‘“‘Red’s, where to get off’’, to dis- 
mantle U.S. Jupiter C. Rocket bases, in Turkey, Italy 
and Scotland :, He further agreed to “‘not invade Cuba’’ 
and to prevent “Anti-Castro Forces’’ from liberating 
their homeland. 

2. When Kennedy and Khrushchev met in Vienna in 
1961, Khrushchev delivered his now famous “ Berlin 
Ultimatum’”’, ‘f a chicken bone in our throat’’ Kennedy 
talked big, sent Lyndon Johnson to Berlin, but when 
the infamous wall was builts.America did nothing, 

3. When President Eisenhower was supposed to go 
to Moscow, the Russians shot down an American R.B. 
47 ‘“‘reconaissance”’ aircraft over the north Atlantic, 
killing the crew, Frances Gary Powers of ** U2’’ fame 
was shot down over Russia, while keeping an eye on 
the Red’s military activities, President Eisenhower 
** cancelled ’’ those flights, that had proven vital to 
the Free World Defence, 

4, Khrushchev was invited to a grand, well publi- 
cized baby-kissing tour of the U.S, The same Khrushchey 
that had, only a short time before, brutally suppressed, 
the Hungarian Freedom fighters. 

D. President Truman, fired General Douglas Mac 
Arthur, for winning in Korea, then settled for a half- 
free, half communist Korea instead. 

6. President Roosevelt, against the explicit advice 
of Charles de Gaulle and Winston Churchill, agreed to 
invade mainland Europe from Normandy (Stalin’s wish), 
rather than from the Balkans which would have saved 
all of central Europe from Red takeover, 

ee At Yalta and Potsdam the American President 
cynically betrayed to Communism, the very nations for 
whose liberty World War two was supposedly fought, 
namely; Poland, Czechoslovakia, etc. 

Lyndon Johnson’s frantic attempt to have a summit 
at any price is not only immoral and unethical coming 
a few days before he steps down as President, but it 
is typical for a man only interested in how history will 
record him. 

It seems that everytime the Red’s have, through their 
own brutal acts, lost all credibility with the people of 
the world, America or one of its Presidents come to 
their rescue. The Russians, by their “*Panzer Politic’’ 
and “‘Blitzkrieg’’ tatics in Czechoslovakia, by their threat 
to invade Yugoslavia, and Roumania, and last but not 
least, by their arrogant charge that they had a “treaty 
right’ to intervene in West Germany if they so pleased, 
have unmasked themselves, for all to see, They are 
brutal, they never did and they don’t now give a damned 
hoot about treaties, agreements, national sovereignity, 
of either friend or foe.

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Originally incorporated for the commercial application 
of Guglielmo Marconi’s discoveries, Canadian Marconi was 
initially concerned solely with wireless communications but 
with the rapid technological advances being made, it was 
increasingly required to research, design and manufacture 
its own equipment.

One of the areas of new development 
was opened up with the introduction of an airborne Doppler 
navigation aid. Used in high-speed jet aircraft, this sens- 
ing device records ground speed and drift angle to a high 
degree of accuracy, while working independently of ground 
stations, 

The manufacture of communication equipment, however, 
still forms much of the company’s production mix, It has 
developed and manufactures a variety of communications 
systems employing high frequency transmitters and recei- 
vers for both military and commercial use, What is more 
importaht to the future of the company is its advanced 
research work in these areas with its bright promise for 
maintaining the company’s acknowledged leadership in its 
field. 

Research and development expenditures by the company 
furing the last three years have averaged 6 1/2% of sales, 
exclusive of the substantial amounts paid it under develop- 
ment assistance contracts, The success of its research 
programs and its ability to establish commercial and mi- 
litary applications for the findings is apparent in the fact 
that about 80 per cent of current sales are of products 
which were not in existence ten years ago. 

Not as obvious a change in the company’s character 
as the withdraval from consumer lines, although in the 
long run probably more significant, was the thinking 
behind the acquisition of Kaar Engineering Corporation 
and Delphi Electronics, two American firms sub- 
sequently combined under the name of Kaar Electronics 
Corporation. 

Kaar has now become the outpost of the company’s 
determined efforts to expand in the American market, 
Canadian Marconi, always export conscious, recognizes 
that its surest opportunity for continuing expansion is in 
the American market and has increasingly oriented its 
corporate operations in that direction. 

The company is also actively cultivating markets in 
the developing countries in Africa, the Mid-East and Asia, 
Canadian Marconi communications systems serve govern- 
ment and commercial agencies in over 40 countries. The 
market for its navigational aids is also rapidly expanding, 

The course that has been plotted for the company is not 
without its risks. It has to keep moving ahead and as the 
new products it researches, develops and manufactures 
become more sophisticated, the lead time from their 
inception to their sale is extended, putting pressure on its 
cash resources, 

Canadian Marconi’s asset is its ability to stay ahead 
by sustaining its technological lead, providing strong 
back-up support to customers and the strong North Ame- 
rican demand for its products, the base it needs for its 
export operations, 

About half of its annual capital expenditures are di- 
rected towards new product development. It has several 
programs nearing completion which will assure it of con- 
tinuing sales, Its order backlog at the beginning of the 
year was the largest in its history with most of this 
business arising from the sale of modern designs for 
aeronautical and telecommunications equipment, 

The heart of the company’s operations is its plant in 
the Town of Mount Royal, a suburb of Montreal, and re- 
latively close to its'commercial television station, CFCF- 
TV. Canadian Marconi also owns and operates radio sta- 
tion CFCF in Montreal, the lineal descendent from station 
XWA which broadcasted the dirst regular programs in the 
world in 1919, 

Canadian Marconi employs in excess of 4,000. It has 
total assets of $50,5 million, It has 5,943,192 common 
shares outstanding of 7,500,000 authorized. English Elec- 
tric Co, owns 50.6 per cent of the equity with most of 
the balance held in Canada and the U.S.A. The shares 
trade on the Montreal Stock Exchange. 

In its mid-year report, the company showed sales and 
revenue of $36,288,900 for the first six months compared 
to $32,128,000 for the same period last year and a net loss 
of $74,594 compared to $794,192,

One of the discoveries of 
social scientists of recent 
times ( and more ancient ti- © 
mes too) has been the com- 
plete arbitrariness of most 
thing. Take definitions, for 
example. The meaning of a 
word, what it denotes and 
connotes,is a total fabrica- 
tion onthe part of men, Words 
are bits of sound which, when 
they strike the ear, are sup- 
posed to bring to the listen- 
er’s mind what is in the 
speaker’s mind. Unfortuna- 
tely, often tragically, this 
process breaks down almost 
completely, For example, I 
went to listen to a lecturer 
speak about the great Ger- 
man sociologist Max Weber 
a few weeks ago. Only in the 
question-and-answer period 
after the talk did I realize 
what the speaker meant by 
Weber’s revulsion at ‘“‘the 
rationalization of modern li- 
fe’’. I thought that by “‘ra- 
tionalization’’ he had meant 
the kind of thing I do all the 
time, e.g., when I shouldn’t 
have that extra piece of cake 
or ball of ice cream, I eat 
it anyway and soothe my 
conscience by thinking ‘‘ You 
only live once !’’ , to put 
in other, but more cumber- 
some words,I thought he had 
been referring to the process 
by which we justify our ac- 
tions on what we really know 
to be specious grounds,-“‘ Oh, 
that’s just a rationalization, 
you * ? ¢ &’’, In the context 
of Weber’s life, I thought that 
Weber was repulsed by the 
attempt of modernites to jus- 
tify their bourgeois existen- 
ces on grounds which they 
knew were completely false 
and stupid. However, in 
the quetion period I 
found out that what Weber 
had really been concerned 
about was the increasing bu- 
reaucratization of life, i.e. 
the snowballing trend of 
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making life more rational, 
more logical through divi- 
sion of labour,hierarchical 
authority ladders, etc. He 
saw the dominance of bu- 
reaucracy aS a way of or- 
ganizing society’s life as a 
‘parcelling out of the soul’’. 
And this understanding of the 
word “ rationalizations ”’ 
turned what was otherwise a 
rather insipid consideration 
into an enormously impor- 
tant insight. 

In any case,the commu- 
cication process had broken 
down. And it is my belief 
that this is an all too com- 
mon phenomenon, So many 
arguments could be avoided 
if only people learned to a- 
gree on the meanings of the 
words they were using. This 
is perhaps the most elemen- 
tary, and perhaps the most 
important lesson of foren- 
Sics; it is the first thing one 
learns upon joining a debat-~- 
ing team, 

This column, which hope- 
fully will appear fairly re- 
gularly, will try to probe 
the meaning of words we use 
unquestioningly,uncritically, 
everyday. I hope to stir up 
some debate over the mean-~ 
ings of certain words.The 
first such words that I will 
discuss next week are: e- 
ducation, schooling, train- 
ing, learning (and afew more 
perhaps). 
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PEACE ON EARTH “?” 


In one of his recent BBC series on 
**The World of Man’’, Lester B. Pear- 
son stated that the highest obstacle to 
world peace, and peace in general, is 
nationalism, 

In all sincerity, this is a true state- 
ment and formentors of nationalistic 
tendencies would do well to search their 
hearts, and those who support them, 
should do likewise. 

However, there is another threat to 
world peace and, although the disting- 
uished statesman skirted the issue by 
not mentioning it, we might as well 
face it and admit that the greatest obs- 
tacle to world peace is organized reli- 
gion, because it is the most divisive 
force known to man, 

This may sound far-fetched, but the 
recent wars between India and Pakistan, 
Israel and her Arab neighbours, and, 
yes, the Vietnam and Beafran wars, 
have strong undertones of being reli- 
gious wars, 

I am not a historian, but I would 
like to lay an even bet that for every 
national war ever fought, there was at 
least another fought over religious issues, 
More likely than not, it was also a more 
cruel, vicious and genocidal war. Man 
may be able to tolerate differing poli- 
tical views, but heresy? - never!! 

And so we find clergymen on the 
one hand pleading for the life of a just- 
ly condemned sex killer because it is 
*“parbarian’’ vengeful, and unchristian 
to hang a pervert who has just but- 
chered three little girls, and yet on 
the other hand we see them give their 
blessings to the crew of a B52 bomber 
going off on a mission which will un- 
doubtedly result in death and destruc- 
tion, 

I am sure that World War I and II 
just could not have happened, if the 
religious element of society had prac- 
tised what it preached - instead of jump- 
ing on the bandwagon and urging young 
men everywhere to ‘“‘die for God and 
country’’. Sources available to the author 
of ‘*The Deputy’’ state that in Nazi 
Germany only seven Catholics faced the 
firing squads for conscientious object- 
ions to military service, many other 
having been talked out of their stand 
by priests and bishops. It is interes- 
ting to note that wherever the German 
Army marched, it had a full comple- 
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ment of uniformed priests and clergy- 
men; always ready to pray for victory, 
bless the troops, hold worship for the 
faithful, and last rites for the dead, 

Especially is this true of the reli- 
gions of the Western World. We may 
shudder at the sacrificial rites perform- 
ed by the ancient Incas, Aztecs and other 
primitive peoples, but how much thought 
have we given to the looting, burning, 
and killing committed by the Christian 
Crusaders who thrice tried to secure 
Jerusalem for the Church? How Christian 
was the Chruch when it ran down here- 
tics and witches, persecuted Jews and 
infidels, and gained converts by the edge 
of the sword? And how political became 
the Church which established a “Holy 
Roman Empire’’ and then jealously de- 
fended it? Its teutonic knights establish- 
ed themselves in the pagan, slavic coun- 
tries and raised the ire of Attila the 
Hun, who raced into Europe only to 
be defeated by the armed knights of the 
Church, In the 17th century the sophisti- 
cated Muslim Turks called for a holy 
war and thrust into the soft belly of 
southern Europe in revenge for Chris- 
tian crusades and _ the ousting of 
the Muslim Moores from Spain, Europe 
came close to being overrun, but the 
Church prevailed in a battle near the 
portals of Vienna. 

Even in dealing with the populace under 
its own control, the Church managed to 
kill thousand and many thousand more 
by using hideous tortures, designed to 
instill “‘true’’ belief, This cruel, oppres- 
sive reign, known as the Dark Ages, 
came to a bloody halt early in the 17th 
century when the liberal and the conser- 
vative branches of Christendom waged 
a genocidal 30-year war against each 
other. Bled white, ravaged by pestilence 
and hunger, both Catholics and Protes- 
tants called it quits in 1648. 

How many more deadly skirmishes 
the Catholics and Protestants fought after 
that is impossible to tell. There were 
too many. 

However, with the resurgence of nation- 
alism we find an ever sorrier spectacle 
when Catholics and Protestants of one 
nation engage in mortal combat against 
members of their very own faith, but

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WILLIAM BUCKLEY POINTS 
DIRECTION FOR THE NEW LEFT

This past summer in a short article in aLong 
Island newspaper, William Buckley, Jr., editorof 
National Review and an avowed apologist for con- 
servatism of the Edmund Burke variety, suggested 
that radicals in the United States (and other federal 
states among which Canada numbers) might do well 
to re-examine one of the tenets of conservatism with 
a view to putting it to their own uses. 


Buckley referred specifically to the decentralist 
or ‘‘states’ rights’? strain of conservative thought. 
To be sure, rightists in the United States have always 
favoured denying the federal government power. The 
major issue of the Amsrican Civil War was whether 
the doctrine of states rights was intraor extra-cons~ 
titutional. The most recent example of decentralism 
advocacy is, of course, George Wallace. - 


Leftists, on the other hand, have generally advo- 
cated strong federal government with large doses 
of direct or unmediated power over individual ci- 
tizens. Civil rights workers of the early sixties, 
for example, sought federal legislation and federal 
intervention rather than local legislation and local in- 
tervention and for obvious reasons; local units were 
intransigent. 


Radicals, however, are now claiming that they want 
to push the idea of democracy to its logical conse- 
quences on the operative level, and Buckley, perhaps 
more conversant with Western history and political 
theory than many leftists, remembers that the Greek 
‘‘polis’’? and Switzerland, the two examples habitually 
offered as pure democracies, would be dwarfed against 
a map of the United States. One can hardly visualize 
convening some 100,000,000 people in a centrally- 
located amphitheatre ~- Kansas City perhaps? - a few 
times a year to thrash out the country’s federal policies. 
In other words, pure (the updated term apparently 
is participatory) democracy would seem to have spatial 
limitations beyond which a meaningful democratic 
involvement from an individual breaks down. The 
obvious inference for the New Left, remarks Buckley,. 
is to drop the preoccupation with federal government 
and to begin to concentrate on the local level. 


Such a strategy might even prove more immediately 
gratifying. How much public interest is manifest in 
local elections, for example? A comparison of turn-out 
figures for national, state, and municipal elections 
might indicate an answer. Could not then the New Left 
organize campaigns for local offices using presidential 
campaign mobilization techniques? Could not radical 
nominees be easily packaged and sold at the local le- 
vel? And wouldn’t a campaign brought to the voting 
public of local districts be a partial fulfillment of the 
ultimate goal no matter win or lose? Wouldn’t it in 
fact constitute a triumph for the new style of politics 
being sought after?
